Somehow borne of our congressmen 


never realize how funny 
they are. 


They rise solemnly and deliver pas- 
sionate speeches about nothing, 
then 


wonder why they are not taken seri- 
ously. 


Tho other day the house of repre- 


sentatives was considering the admin- 
istration's army war insurance bill. It 
Is a good bill, it should, and doubtless 
•will, pass. It is designed to take a 
burden of fear from the hearts of the 
men in the army and navy. 


The ma:n who more than 
anyone 


else wrote the bill for the administra- 
tion was Federal Judge Julian W. 
Mack. He not only gave up his vaca- 
tion to draft it, but is now spending 
bis time in Washington to explain it 
to anyone in congress. 


There are signs that the big insur- 


ance companies are none too eager to 
see the bill made law. and that the 
pension sharks and pension attorneys 
are also opposing it. 
Hence there is 


good reason for alertness. 


It seems Judge Mack committed the 


high crime and misdemeanor of sit- 
ting in the house gallery 
the other 


iday, taking notes on the speeches on 
that- bill and 
occasionally 
sending 


suggestions to those who had charge 
of the measure. 


Now you can fool some people but 


you can't fool representative Walsh 
of Massachusetts. lie is a very Sher- 
lock Holmes. 
His eagle eye spotted 


Mack at once. Here was a great con- 
spiracy to bavo a. federal judge sit on 
high and dictate how the house should 
S.ct. So he spouted about it. 


Then another alert patriot, Repre- 


sentative Meeker of Missouri, stepped 
Jnto the breach. With eloquence that 
must have thrilled the dreary stone 
statues in the "Gallery of Horrors," 
Meeker exclaimed in stentorian tones: 


"It is a gratuitous insult to the 


house for a man to sit in the gallery 
and undertake to direct legislation." 


Then warming up to the job he 


brayed this gem: 


"There is just as 
much 
propriety 


in a member of the bench of the Unit- 
ed States sitting in the gallery of the 
house, sending notes and suggestions 
to the floor of tho house, as 
-there 


would be for a member of this con- 
gress to sit in his court and 
send 


notes to him when he sits on 
the 


bench." 


After some more of this kind of 


schoolboy 
reasoning, 
Representative 


Decker cleared the air by saying: 


"If there is any man here that ob- 


jects to the lobby sitting there now 
in the person of a federal judge of 
tho United States who, at the request 
of President Wilson and Samuel Gom- 
pers and William 
G. 
McAdoo, 
has 


spent his time, his brains and his ef- 
forts in drafting legislation for the 
benefit of the men on the firing lino 
to fight for your cause and my cause, 
then I say long live that kind of a 
lobby." 


That is a complete 
answer. 
The 


fact is, of course, 
that 
the 
judge 


attacked was getting ideas for a bill 
that meant no pecuniary, political or 
personal advantage to himself nor to 
those associated with him. 
He was 


taking notes as he would of evidence 
adduced at a trial. 


There is a vast difference between 


that kind of thing and 
lobbying for 


some of the 
pernicious trusts con 


cerning .which our vigilant statesmen 
have never opened their mouths. For 
instance, for years and years one of 
the most notorious lobbies has been 
that of the beet sugar trust. Its rep- 
resentatives brazenly sit in the gal- 
leries and send notes to senators and 
congressmen. 


Yet we do not recall that any con- 


gressman or 
senator ever 
rose in 


righteous wrath a la Walsh, Meeker 
and Co. to-point the finger of scorn at 
them. 


Nor have we heard anything about 


the more insidious lobby that meets 
lawmakers in their hotels 
or 
their 


homes, and persuades them to 
vote 


for something of benefit to selfish pri- 
vate corporations, and against the in- 
terests of tho people. 


Wo recommend to our timid con- 


gressmen that before 
they 
become 


white with fear, they study tho bills 
lobbied for. 
If they are honest bills, 


designed to help the people, there Is 
no room for scare. But 1f the bills are 
designed to foist 
a 
new monopoly 


there is room not only for 
indigna- 


tion, hut lor positive action. 


for examination. A few are in prison. 
There was no general evasion of the 
draft." 
- Here in Lowell 
there 
has 


icen no charge of wilful evasion of 
he draft or at least no such charge 
las been preferred against any resi- 
dent. 


If this is the case in tho metropolis, 


with its varied population, its enor- 
mous proportion of aliens and all the 
lurnan flotsam and jetsam that ac- 
cumulates in a great city, the aver- 
age proportion of dodgers in the rest 
of tho country must be still smaller. 


Too much has .been made of the 


slackers. 
Their numbers have been 


exaggerated. 
The recent round-ups 


have been miscontrued. 
The 
wilful 


dodger of military duty is a rare ex- 
ception. The simple fact is that the 
nation 
has 
acquiesced in the draft 


with an astonishing approach to un- 
animity.

:he sea, Is the one who showed build- 
ers how to turn the trick. 


His "Aerial shipyard conveyor" has 


revolutionized the Industry. 
It has 


speeded up construction at a timewrhen 
speed means life to a world crying for 
cargo carriers. 


He was in a motion picture theatre 


n Vancouver, B. C., when he "got his 
lunch" for tho new conveyor. 


A picture flashed on the screen show- 
ing the use of a single line overhead 
cable In logging operation's. 
Rodgers 
ooked at the Heeling film, chuckled 
and rushed from tho theatre, surprising 
the audience with his sudden bursi ot 
enthusiasm. 


He worked for a week with night- 
and-day energy before ho successfully 
adapted the idea to shipbuilding. 


Then he came back to Seatti'e and 
spread his blueprints before the own- 
ers of the Skinner & Eddy plant here, 
of which ho is superintendent. 
"Clever idea," David," said Messrs. 
Skinner and Eddy. 
"It will cost about 5100,000 to place 
he conveyors in our yards," said Rod- 
era. 
"Is that all!" answered the owners. 
'Go right ahead, Rodgers." 


The conveyor, with 
its 
grappling 
nechanlsm, is operated on wire ca- 
bles hoisted high in the air over the 
building slips by immense uprights. 
It is controlled by electric stations on

There is not the slightest danger of a 
deficiency in the supply either of crude 
oil or its products, kerosene and gaso- 
line, for the use of the .United States 
nor its allies in the war, in the opinion 
of A. C. Bedford of New York, presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil.Co. of New 
Jersey. Mr. Bedford 
expressed . that 


conviction in an address he delivered 
here today before the war convention 
of the American chamber of commerce. 


"America," said Mr. Bedford, "is pro- 


ducing and can produce all that will be 
need for these purposes." But he added 
that "our government should receive 
the first call upon all petroleum pro- 
duced, either for itself or as it may 
designate for the use of our allies in 
their conduct of the war." 


Before reaching this conclusion, Mr. 


Bedford declared that the vital problem 
confronting the petroleum industry to- 
day was to increase the production of 
crude oil, to induce producers of cruue 
oil to make greater and greater effort 
toward obtaining a large product. 


"The price," ho said, "should be suf- 


ficiently attractive to induce more and 
fore people to.drill wells, thus ensuring 
a steady supply and offering always 
the opportunity of finding a great pool 
which will make Uie whole situation 
suddenly easy." 


"While the oil refining capacity of the 
country," Mr. Bedford stated, "is great- 
er than the present demand, the United 
States is consuming crude oil at the 
rate of over 330,000,000 barrels a year 
while the annual 
production in this 
country amounts to 312,000,000 barrels. 
There was in storage in the United 
States in July 1 , last, however, IGi,- 
690,912 barrels of petroleum.

Somehow some of our congressmen 


nttvc-r realize liow funny 
they 
are 


They rlsu solemnly and deliver' pas- 
sionate speeches about nothing, then 
wonder why they are not taken seri- 
ously. 


The other day the house of repre- 


sentatives was considering the admin- 
istration's array war insurance bill. It 
Is a. good bill. It should, and doubtless 
will, pass. It is designed to take a 
burden of fear from the hearts of the 
men in' the army and navy. 


The man who more than 
anyone 


else wrote the bill for the administra- 
tion was Federal Judge Julian W. 
Mack. lie not only gave up his vaca- 
tion to draft it, but is now spending 
his time in Washington to explain it 
to anyone in congress. 


There are signs that the big insur- 


ance comfanies are none too eager to 
see the bill made law, and that the 
pension sharks and pension attorneys 
are also opposing it. 
Hence there is 


good reason for alertness. 


It seems Judge Mack committed the 


high crime and misdemeanor of sit- 
ting in the house gallery 
the 
other 


day, taking notes on the speeches on 
that bill 
and 
occasionally 
sending 


suggestions to those who had charge 
of the' measure. 


Now you can fool some people but 


you can't fool Representative Walsh 
of Massachusetts. He is a very Sher- 
lock Holmes. 
His eagle eye spotted 


Mack at once. Here was a great con- 
spiracy to have a federal judge sit on 
high and dictate how the house should 
act. 
So he spouted about it. 


Then . another alert patriot, Repre- 


sentative Meeker of Missouri, stepped 
into tho breach. With eloquence that 
must havo thrilled the dreary stone 
statues in the "Gallery of Horrors," 
Meeker exclaimed in stentorian tones: 


"It is a gratuitous insult 
to the 


house for a man to sit in the gallery 
and undertake to direct legislation." 


Than warming up to the 
job he 


brayed this gem: 


"There is just as much 
propriety 


In a member of the bench of the Unit- 
ed States sitting in tha gallery of tho 
house, sending notes and suggestions 
to the floor of the house, as 
there 


would be for a member of this con- 
gress to sit in his court and 
Bend 


notes to him when he sits on 
the 


bench." 


After some more of this kind of 


schoolboy 
reasoning, 
Representative 


Decker cleared the air by saying: 


"If there is .any man here that ob- 


jects to the lobby sitting there now 
in the person \of a federal judge of 
the United States who, at the request 
of President Wilson and Samuel Gom- 
pers and William G. JIcAdoo, 
lins 


spent his time, his brains and his ef- 
forts in drafting legislation for the 
benefit ot the men on the firing line 
to fight for your cause and my cause, 
then I say long live that kind of a 
lobby." 


That is a complete answer. 
The 


.fact is, of course, 
that 
the 
judge 


attacked was getting ideas for a bill 
that meant no pecuniary, political or 
personal advantage to himself nor to 
those associated with him. 
Ho was 


taking notes as he would of evidence 
adduced at a trial. 


There is a vast difference between 


that kind of thing and 
lobbying for 


some of the 
pernicious trusts con- 


cerning which our vigilant statesmen 
have never opened their mouths. For 
instance, for years and years one of 
the most notorious lobbies has been 
that of the beet sugar trust. Its rep- 
resentatives hrazonly sit in the gal- 
leries and send notes to senators and 
congressmen. 
..Yet we do not recall that any con- 
gressman or 
senator 
ever rose in 


righteous wrath a la. Walsh, Meeker 
and Co. to point the finger of scorn at 
them. 


Nor have we heard anything about 


tho more insidious lobby that meets 
lawmakers in their hotels or 
their 


homes, and persuades them to 
vote 


for something of benefit to selfish pri- 
vate corporations, and against the in- 
terests of tho people. 


We recommend to our 
timid 
con- 


gressmen that before 
they 
become 


white with fear, they study the 
bills 


lobbied for. 
If they are honest bills, 


designed to help tho people, there is 
no room for scare. But if the bills are 
designed to foist a 
new monopoly 


there is room not only for 
indigna- 


tion, but 
for positive action. • 


CENTRAL

There is a movement afoot for the

United States of Central America.

That is probably due to natural and 
commendable deference to us.

!eel safer about our canal with Panama 
ndependent and linked to this coun- 
ry by strong moral and political ties 
nan we should if Panama were mero- 
y a minor state in a league whose 
nterests 
might 
occasionally 
clash 


with our own. 


But as regards the merging of tho 


five states mentioned, it soems in every 
aspect a desirable project. 
None of 


he five now amount to a great deal 
n power 
or 
influence. 
Combined, 


hey would probably have more pollt- 
cal stability, make more rapid prog- 
ess, 
and exercise greater influence 


n international 
affairs. 
We should 


find such a union easier to deal with 
han five independent nations of con- 
iicting aims. 


It would be a flno step, too, toward 


he greater federation of all American 
republics which we hope to see ac- 
complished some day.

ly main taiaed. So, while the occasion 
is not one for alarm, it is one for 
taking intelligent measures toward ade- 
quate production of what we need. Sucn 
is the situation confronting the petrol- 
eum committee appointed hy the council 
of national defense to co-operate wltn 
the government In meeting Its oil re- 
quirements." 
"This committee," he added, 'has re- 
cognized that the government require- 
ments should have absolute precedence 
and that no consideration of costs, con- 
venience or selfish interest should In- 
terfere with our giving the government 
everything' it asked of us." 
To emphasize his suggestion that the 
production of cruce oil be increased, 
Mr. Bedford said that this country will 
require next year at 
least 65,000,000 
barrels of gasoline. 
"That amount," 


he declared, "simply cannot he obtained 
from the quantity of crude petroleum 
now being produced." 
"They teJl us the war is to be won 


in the air. Our country is said to be 
building Is.rge numbers 
of airplane*?. 


Our. allies arc building flying machines 
as fast as they know how. 
Vital to 
'the very existence of these airplanes 
is the highest grade gasoline which can 
be produced. The prospect is that the 
present war will call for 8,000,000 bar- 
rels of gasoline for the use of our al- 
lies In Europe." 
Asserting that it would be a great 
misfortune to adopt any. policy that 
would hamper or handicap the auto- 
mobile industry as a manufacturing en- 
terprise or the use of automobiles now 
in possession of the public, Mr. Bedford 
declared, "there should he a campaign 
of education of automobile users show- 
ing them how to obtain the utmost use- 
fulness from their cars with a minimum 
consumption of gasoline."
